PALM BEACH. Fla. (AP) - 
President Kennedy, deeply wor­ 
ried about the fate of hi.s legisla­ 
tive program in the new Congress, 
is ready to settle for 
a gradual 
$5 billion to $10 billion tax cut. 
In order to compromise with 
powerful critics, the President has 
ordered the Treasury to prepare 
a tax bill that would bring about 
the reductions in several carefully 
spaced steps. 
The aim is to lessen Ihe imme­ 
diate adverse impact on the fed­ 
eral budget deficit. 
The President’s action, learned 
from sources privy to Kennedy 
policy secrets, was influenced by 
the much-publicized deficit fears 
of Rep. 
Wilbur Mills. 
D-Ark ., 
chairman of the Hou.se Ways and 
Means Committee, and Sen. Har­ 
ry F. Byrd, D-Va., chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
These two committees must ap­ 
prove all tax legislation. 
It was understood that Kenne­ 
dy agreed to the compromise ap­

Due To Critics And 
Impact On Budget 


PALM BEACH, H a. (AP) - 
President Kennedy, deeply wor­ 
ried about the fate of his legisla­ 
tive program in the new Congress, 
is ready to settle for a gradual 
$5 billion to $10 billion tax cut. 


In order to com prom ise with 
powerful critics, the President has 
ordered the Treasury' to prepare 
a tax bill that would bring about 
the reductions in several carefully 
spaced steps. 


The aim is to lessen the im m e­ 
d iate adverse im pact on the fed­ 
e ra l budget deficit. 


The President’s action, learned 
from sources privy to Kennedy 
policy secrets, was influenced by 
the much-publicized deficit fears 
of 
Rep. 
Wilbur 
Mills, 
D-Ark., 
chairm an of the House Ways and 
M eans Committee, and Sen. H ar­ 
ry F. Bvrd, D-Va., chairm an of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
These two com m ittees m ust ap­ 
prove all tax legislation. 
I t was understood that Kenne­ 
dy agreed to the com prom ise ap ­ 
proach because he believes w ith­ 
out a reduction the nation will re­ 
turn 
to 
unemployment 
levels 
known only in periods of deep re- 
I cession. But he hopes that if Con­ 
gress accepts the tax plan the 
unemployment rates will drop to 
the lowest levels since the boom 
that followed World W ar n . 
But while Kennedy is willing to 
try compromise on his tax pro­ 
gram , authoritative sources said 
he is determined to push harder 
for American proposals for solv­ 
ing cold w ar problem s—even if 
it m eans treading on the toes of 
sensitive allies. 
Apparently emboldened bv th* 
success of the Cuban blockade, 
the chief executive was said to 
be willing now to accept criticism 
from abroad in order to pursue 
w hat he believes are the most 
prom ising approaches to world is­ 
sues. He was depicted as accept­ 
ing complaints from allies as an 
inevitable by-product of progress 
But there is also the problem 
of his legislative program ’s pro­ 
gress. 
The sources detailixl Kennedy’s 
concern about the impending fight 
i to increase the m em bership of the 
House Rules Com m ittee from 12 
to 15. They also gave his analysis 
of why a President who rates high 
in public opinion polls can have 
i g reat difficulty with Congress.

When we hear about living conditions in 
New York City slums and the fantastic cost 
to the nation of crowding millions of people 
into quarters unfit for animals, our hearts 
do not thump with pride because New York 
State now is believed to have an estimated 
17.4 million inhabitants.

Both claim to 
lie largest in the nation, but the Californi­ 
ans’ claim is more strident because this is 
their first time. New Yorkers are used to 
tieing from the largest state with the largest 
city and the largest problems. 


THE WHOLE thing is largely a state of 
mind 
In actual fact there is nothing good 
about bewig largest The largest is not the 
best. 


Even largeness itself cannot be spoken of 
in absolute terms. There has been no nose- 
counting in either California or New York 
since I960 and there will lie none until 1970. 
Even nose-counting doesn’t reveal the total 
population. The United States never knows 
how many people it contains nor how many 
are employed or unemployed. It only guesses. 
All figures used in competitive boasting 
about largeness are guesses The fact they 
are educated guesses does not save them 
from being grotesquely inadequate. 
Let it not be overlooked that the mayor 
of New York City a few years ago was in 
the ridiculous position of claiming his fair 
city had tens of thousands more down and* 
outers than it was getting credit for in the 
state relief setup. 


THIS IS NOT a sour-grapes situation. No 
other state is within competing distance of 
California or New York for population The 
absurd contest to determine which is more 
likely to strangle itself in population density 


is of interest only to political strategists 
and specialists in the booming art of collect­ 
ing government handouts. 


Our money, if we must put it up. is on 
California because it has climate in its favor. 


If California doesn't have 25 million in­ 
habitants by the time the Bureau of the 
Census checks its educated guesses in 1970, 
it won’t In1 because of lack of meteorological 
tub-thumping. 


New York City and New York State have 
nothing like this. lf the Internal Revenue 
Service sticks by its hard-nosed decision to 
look closely at expense-account items over 
$25 there really won t lie anything outstand­ 
ing in New York's favor. The big spenders 
who keep it going might as well stay home.

The biggest immediate problem 
cif the West is whether Western 
Europe* shall achieve real econom­ 
ic unity and whether, particularly 
in the ease cif France, it will lie 
content to save its money bv let­ 
ting the United States remain its 
nuc lear guardian. 


The Algerian massacres ended 
at last in 1982 in independence 
from France for the A lg e rian s. 
The struggles in the Congo and 
\ ie! 
Nam were going on last 
year, and the* year before, and 
in one form or another will prob­ 
ably lie there in 1984. too. 


They can In* liver! with so long 
as they remain dilemmas on the 
fringes cif the rest of the world. 
What did not encl until 
last 
year was almost over was the

United States to resist a Rex! push 
even in its own back yard. 
This Russian attempt to slip

Although the Cuban crisis de­

cir per- 
haps even to an inspected ban 
on nuclear testing. 
Neither is likely to strip or 


limit itself iii weapons — even if 


they could otherwise agree — so

unpredictable,

tinues to build its arms, and is 
not a party to agreement 
These next few years will seem 
extraordinarily calm and uncom­ 
plicated compared with what lies 
ahead when Rex!

Positive Action Urged For Cuba 


President Kennedy has consign­ 
ed Cuba to the fate of Hungary 
and the other Communist-bloc na­ 
tions in Europe. The head of the 
United 
States 


g o v e rnment 
said 
to 
th e 
I i b e r a t e d 
prisone r s 
at 


Miami on Sat­ 
urday: 
“ I 
can 
as­ 
sure you that 
it is the strong­ 
est wish of the1 
people of this David Lawrence 
country, as well as the people of 
this hemisphere, that Cuba shall 
one day be free again.” 


But there s a difference between 
wishing and taking effective ac­ 
tion. In commenting on the Presi­ 
dent’s speech, the Tampa Tribune 
captioned its lead editorial on Sun­ 
day as follows: 
‘‘Wishing won t 
Free Cuba — A Positive Program 
Will.” It then proceeded to recom­ 
mend three steps: 


1. A tightening of the economic 
blockade by barring 
American 
ports and American cargoes to 
any ships tarrying on trade with 
Cuba. 


2. Setting up a Cuban govern­ 
ment - in - exile as a “ legal chan­ 
nel for aiding Cuban resistance.” 


3. Training and 
supplying 
a 
massive underground network in 
Cuba “ to sabotage production, di­ 
vert military manpower to guard 
duty and keep constant psycholog­ 
ical warfare going against the 
Communists.” 


The 
Tampa 
newspaper then 
adds: 


“ If the Kennedy administration 
pursues this objective with the 
boldness it displayed in the mis­ 
sile showdown and the deviousness 
it ustxl in the prisoner ransom, 
1981 may see the free-Cuba wish 
come true.’’ 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
however. 
the administration has tied its own 
hands In order to persuade Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev to withdraw his 
offensive missiles from Cuba Mr. 
Kennedy bartered away the Amer­ 
ican right to invade Cuba even 
though 1ft.OOO military men and 
technicians of the Soviet Union 
remain there ready to help I h e 
Castro government 


The President fumbled the Bay 
of Pigs Invasion in April 1961 by 
vacillating in an emergency. He 
let civilians run a military opera­ 
tion. He listened again in Septem­ 
ber 1962 to civilian advice and ig- 
nored military considerations as 
the Soviets Inuit up an offensive 
base under the very eyes of Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency inform­ 
ants. 


The I.too prisoners who heard 
the President’s speech at Miami 
were pleased with the President’s 
words of cheer last Saturday, hut 
will thev again read into his words 
a promise such as they thought 
they had in April 1961? They risk 
cd their lives then believing they 
had air cover promised bv United 
States officials, only to have it 
withdrawn when the Cuban bri­ 
gade had actually landed and was 
moving toward victory. 


The truth aln nit that episode has 


never Ixxxi 
officially 
revealed 
This is largely liecause the Demo­ 


cratic party in Congress has help­ 
ed the administration to cover it 


up. 


MANIPULATED 
NEWS 
and 
suppression of the truth are bound 
to lead to a nationwide distrust of 
official statements and speeches. 
The Democratic leaders in Con­ 
gress didn't hesitate to investigate 
as delicate an affair as tile U2 
flights over Russia during the E i­ 
senhower administration but they 
have shown no inclination to re­ 
veal the true story of how the Bay 
of Pigs expedition was bungled in 
bad judgment, bad management 
and bad direction in Washington, 
especially when our own military 
chiefs were not permitted to man­ 
age a military operation which 
was needed to protect the United 
States against the Communists. 
The situation is much worse in 
this respect now because, influenc­ 
ed by the bargaining attitude of 
civilian advisers, the President 
gave a “ no-invasion” pledge. This 
means that, u n d e r existing neu­ 
trality laws, the Department of 
Justice must order the arrest of 
any Cuban in exile who. while in 
this country, takes any step lead­ 
ing to the organization of a mili­ 
tary expedition against the Castro 
government. 
This policy is de­ 
fended as a means of building 
good w i l l in this hemisphere 
among those countries which do 
not like to see the United States 
allowing the use of its territory to 
form expeditions to help overthrow 
governments in Latin America 


THIS SAME attitude misses the 
whole point on which the policy 
of the United States toward an un­ 
recognized and hostile government 
in Cuba has floundered. It is that 
the defense of the American peo­ 
ple has lieen and is at stake As 
long as the Castro government is 
in military alliance with the So­ 
viet Union and potential missile 
bases and Russian military ad­ 
visers are present to threaten the 
security of this country, the obli­ 
gation to rid Cuba of that menace 
by whatever means will tie effec­ 
tive remains a primary duty of the 
eommander-in-chief of the armed 
forces of the United States, who 
happens also to have been elected 
President by the people 
Mr. Kennedy had every right to 
demand 
unconditionally 
t h e 
removal of the Soviet 
missiles 
from Cuban bases just 9ft miles 
away from the United States In­ 
stead. a deal was made whereby, 
in exchange for the removal of the 
missiles — still unverified on the 
ground — the United S la te s gave 
up its right to invade Cuba to .se­ 
cure protection for the rights and 
property of our own citizens. 
Unless Communist infiltration, 
moreover, is stopped, there will lie 
more conquests like that of Tuba 
as the Communist bloc extends it* 
alliance to include other Latin- 
American countries 
So. while the President s speech 
to the liberated prisoners may ap- 
jiear to Im’ gotxl propaganda ahint 
Ihe idealistic purposes or objec­ 
tives of the United States, the lug 
question is whether these words 
are to lie meaningless or will h*- 
come meaningful through a posi­ 
tive course of action that could 
rid 
this 
hemisphere of 
enemy 
bases of all kinds.

J udge Cherto ff lectured Adkins 
sternly , referring to the hit-skip 
ca.se as “ co wardly ,” and assert­ 
ing that the defendant 
m i g h t 
hav e left so meo ne “ ly ing o n the 
street, killed o r badly injured,’ 
witho ut attempting to giv e aid. 
Adkins to ld the judge he panick 
ed after the crashes. He said he 
also was apprehensiv e because he 
do es 
no t 
hav e liability 
insur­ 
ance, which wo uld hav e paid fo r 
the damage to the o ther cars. 
Questio ned by the judge, he de­ 
nied he had been drinking, but 
he added that he had “ a co uple 
o f beers abo ut fo ur ho urs ear­ 
lier.” 
Patro lman Dev o n testified (hat 
Adkins’ car first struck a 1955 
two -do o r sedan o n Lisbo n St. in 
fro nt o f the Pleasant H e i g h t s 
Scho o l. The car was driv en by 
Gary Barnett, 18 , o f 18 44 Lisbo n 
St.. the o fficer said. 
Adkins then co ntinued do wn­ 
grade o n Lisbo n St. and o nto W. 
9th St., where he hit a parked 
ear o w'ned by J ack Meno ugh. 7 15 
W. 9th St., damaging the entire 
right side, the o fficer said. Ad­ 
kins’ car hit ano ther parked aiito 
o n W. 9th St., but the o wner did 
no t file a repo rt because his car 
was a “ junker,” the o f f i c e r 
said. 
Officer Dev o n testified he was 
o ff-duty and pulling o ut o f th e 
driv eway o f a Pleasant Heights 
ho me in his priv ate car when he

Adkins car and the Barnett co r. 
The o fficer said Adkins ro unded 
a curv e at high speed as three

For the second time in two 
weeks, Ohio’s holiday traffic fatal­ 
ity toll was less than the number 
predicted by safety experts. 
During the 102-hour New Year’s 
weekend which ended at midnight 
Tue.sday, accidents on Ohio’s high 
ways and streets claimed 14 lives. 
Safety officials had predicted 26 
would die in traffic accidents. 
This compared 
with 
the 
19 
killed in traffic over the Christmas 
weekend last week, a period just 
as long as the New Year’s holi­ 
day Officials also had predicted 
26 would die during that period. 
For comparative purposes, the 
Associated Press surveyed deaths 
caused by traffic accidents dur­ 
ing a 102-hour, non-holiJay pericxl 
several weeks before the Christ­ 
mas holiday. The totals for both 
holiday weekends were less than 
that of the non-holiday period, 
during 
which 
22 
perished 
in 
motoring mishaps. 
Officials credited the relatively 
low number of deaths during the 
New Year’s weekend to the gener­ 
ally good weather and driving 
conditions. Also considered a fac­ 
tor was the effect of intensive 
safe driving campaigns by na­ 
tional, state and local officials, 
particularly during the potentially 
dangerous New Year’s Eve hours. 
In addition to the traffic deaths, 
five persons were killed in fires 
in Ohio, raising to 19 the total 
number of people who died in 
violent accidents over the New 
Year’s weekend. 
Fire caused the state’s only 
multiple fatality (ft the holiday. 
Two students of the Rabbinical 
College of Telshe in the Cleveland 
suburb of Wickliffe died in a 
blaze which raced through a dor­ 
mitory of the college. 
The New Year’s holiday period 
began officially at 6 p.m. Friday.

Ohio’s Traffic 
Kills Only 14

F or the 
second 
tim e 
in 
two 
w eeks, Ohio’s holiday traffic fatal­ 
ity toll w as less than the number 
predicted by safety experts. 


During the 102-hour New Y ear’s 
weekend! which ended at midnight 
Tuesday, accidents on Ohio’s high­ 
w ays and streets claim ed 14 lives. 
.Safety officials had predicted 26 
would die in traffic accidents. 


This 
com pared 
with 
the 
19 
killed in traffic over the Christm as 
weekend last w eek, a period just 
as long as the N ew Y ear’s holi­ 
day 
O fficials also had predicted 
26 would die during that period. 


For com parative purposes, the 
Associated Press surveyed deaths 
caused by traffic accidents dur­ 
ing a 102-hour, non-holiJay period 
several weeks before the Christ­ 
m as holiday. The totals for both 
holiday weekends w ere less than 
that 
of the non-holiday 
period, 
during 
which 
22 
perished 
in 
m otoring m ishaps. 


O fficials credited the relatively 
low number of deaths during the 
New Y ear’s w eekend to the gener­ 
ally good 
weather 
and driving 
conditions. Also considered a fac­ 
tor w as the effect of intensive 
safe driving 
cam paigns 
by 
na­ 
tional. state and local officials, 
particularly during the potentially 
dangerous N ew Y ear’s E ve hours. I 


In addition to the traffic deaths, j 
five persons w ere killed in fires 
in Ohio, raising to 19 the to ta l1 
num ber of people w ho died in) 
violent accidents over the New 
Y ear’s weekend.
